the side and in it live nf iia went nslinre. 
There wo found two fish hut^. We then 
brtJught the pnasentiora aiihoro, 'J3 in ali; 
two ladies and a child were taken direct 
to the light-heeper's house. The men 
began keeping house in the fish huts. 
Thoy have food enoiiuh to last llieni two 
or three weeks and plenty of blaiiketa. 
Two of a party, after desperate atrui^Ljlo 
through the ice, reached East Tluvks, l)Ut 
nothing was heard of a party of seven 
who started for the mainland on Tuesday.

ORAPLEAU TO HIS CONSTITU- 

iij.Yra. 

The Hon. J. A. Chaploau has issued a 
lengthy address to bis constitaents uf 
Tertebopna, Quebec, in which ho defends 
the courao of the cabinet in regard to 
Riol. The tenor of tlie speech ia aab- 
stantially that containod in the monioran- 
duin issued by the niiiiiater of justice up- 
on tlio same subjuct, the only distinction 
being that Mr. Ohapleuu treats it from a 
mcher broader staudpoint. He says that 
a wind of revolt is blowing over the prov- 
ince of Quebec, threatening to upset in 
its passage, if it ia nut allayed, the con- 
servative party and the ministry. He 
assorts that the boat proof that the cause 
(that of Riel's syinpathizers) is bad, id 
that a spirit of injustice seems to domi- 
aata it — that people auspoet, aceiise and 
condemn old and faithful servants of the 
country even before ihuy have spoken. 
Iteviowing liia refusal to ruaign his seat in 
the cabinet, he says that such hud been 
stated as a terrible fault, of which he 
would be the grt-ateat sufferer. Mr. Mer- 
cier, one of the chiefs of the opposition, 
had publicly stated that if he (Ohapleau) 
would but resign he would be ready to 
in;irch with hia friends under hia orders. 
"I saw myself," siiys Mr. Ohapleau, "ac- 
cepted as the roc<));iiizo(l defender of my 
race, honored and applauded by all my 
compatriots, interpreter of their senti- 
ments and their aspirations ..i.But be- 
tween this se'ductive role, which they 
oflTered rae, and myself, I saw rise up, 
like an impassable barrier, tho oath which 
I hane taken to fulfil my duty at the risk 
of losing friends and honors, the intimate 
sentiment, the immovable conviction that 
what they naked of me was contrary to 
justice and the best interests of the 
province." Further on, ho dilates upon 
how Riel raised the standard of rebellion 
in Canada, so tranquil and so happy, in 
calm peace. That the doctrine of mercy 
in favor uf political criminals could not 
apply to he who had, in cold blood, let 
loose upon his compatriots hordes of 
savage tribes, adding that Riel was .veil 
aware of the result of hia action, and that 
faults of intelligence were more criminAl 
than those of the heart. The government 
in deciding upon allowing the law to take 
its courao had yielded neither to appeals 
nor intimidaiiuns from any aectorfaotion. 
In supporting tho government in the 
stand it took on tho question Mr. Ohap- 
leau concluded that his coiiacienco told 
him he had not erred, and that the cour- 
age which enabled him to do his duty 
without weakncaa would not forsake him 
in the tribulations with which he is 
menaced, and that he had served them for 
eighteen years with joy and pride, but 
would continue to do so on only one con- 
dition — that of preserving hia liberty, 
his honor and respect. 

From the vast importance which Mr. 
Ohapleau gives to the subject, and the 
earnest tone he takes in speaking of it, it 
is clearly evident that ho (^arid tho other 
mensbera of the cabinet) looks upon the 
ability to place the conduct of the gov- 
ernment, in regard to the rebellion, in 
its right light, us the principal hinge upon 
which will depend the defeat or return to 
power of the present Dominion adminis- 
tration, 



WHO MAY VOTE. 

At the election for chief and assistant 
engineers, to be held to-morrow, only 
those who pay a real estate tax can vote. 
At the election in January, real estate 
and persons who pay a rental of at least 
§60 a year and who have paid all mnnioi- 
pal taxes and votes regnrded against them 
can vote. A person who is assessed for 
road tax cannot vote unless be also pays 
a rental, the amount above stated. Parties 
who desire to vote on tho road-ta.ic and 
rental quuliOcation must bo roi;i3terud at 
least ten days before tho elections and 
when registering will bo required tn sub- 
scribe to the following declaration before 
a justice of the peace. Women may vote 
if they pay a real estate tax: "I do 
solemnly declare that I am, and for the 
a\n months last past have been, a resi- 
dent and householder in the city of Vic- 
toria, and that the dwelling house or 
houses occupied by ine during that time 
is or are situate in the said city and that 
the rent or reiita, or rent value or values 
thereof is not less than si.xty dollars per 
annum each; and I nidke this aolumn de- 
claration conscientiouiily bolieviiig the 
same to be true, and by virtue of the Act 
passed in the thirty-seventh year of Bar 
Majesty's reign intituled "An Act for the 
suppression of voluntary and extra- 
judicial oatha, "

The town of Yeniki 
Isook was wrested from the posseasion of 
two battalions belonging to the Pirot 
division of the Bulgarian army, who at- 
tacked tho Servians. I'poii finding them- 
Bolvos outnumbered the iiulgari.ins made 
signa that they wished to surrender. Tho 
Servians, who were mostly elderly men, 
belonging to the second reserves, shouted 
in reply, "You havo already deluded our 
children (meaning the youths of tho first 
reserve) in that fashion, but you will not 
deceive us." Thereupon they charged 
tho Bulgarians with bayonets, scattering 
them in every direction. The Bulgariiiia 
left many dead and wounded on tho field. 
The Servians claim a brilliant victory. 
Much enthusiasm is manifoatcd in f!ul- 
grade over the success of the Servians.

A Sinrsny Voyage— -A Iliut to 
Our Pilots. 

The bark Wemyss Caatlo, Capt. Barren, 
arrived at Dickson & Campbell's wharf 
yesterday evening. The vessel loft Bang- 
kok (at the head of the Gulf of Siani) nn 
September 8th last. The heavy head 
winds which she encountered going down 
the gulf continued until she got into lat. 
21:31 north, long. 125:3 east, when a 
typhoon, supposed to be travelini; to the 
westward and to the north of tho'flhip, 
struck her as she was lulling up on the 
port tack. The topgallant luasta wore at 
once sent down, the ship at the same time 
laboring heavily and her decks oonatantly 
full of water. From here, with winds 
still traveling from the eastward and 
northwest, the veaael proceeded until it 
made the meridian. Winds after this 
were unsteady all through, varying from a 
calm to a gale — in fact, it seemed as 
though a sail was no aoonerset than it had 
to be taken in. Race Rocks were sighted 
•n December 11th, ^ or according 
to the ship's reckoning December 12th, 
having gained a day by creasing the 180th 
deareo of latitude. Mr. Aberdeen, the 
mite, informs us that the ship was towed 
from Flattery light up to belwoan the 
Race and Albert Head, leading on a line 
with Victoria harbor light by the tug boat 
Tacoma, and that while the tide was ebb- 
itiy, the wind calm and the ship unman- 
ageable, they burnt nearly a dozjii blue 
lights as signals for a pilot, but none came 
off to the ship, and at 2 a. m. thn veaael 
lot go her anchor in the roads in 23 fath- 
oms. She was towed into the harbor by 
the tug Pilot, and brings 1000 tons of rice 
in the ''three-quarter paddy" for the Vic- 
toria Rice Mill company.

POllNDITIAKER'S WAR DRESS. 



The Fantastic Costuuio of the 
Celebrated Ciiief. 

' While Captain Newton Ohittendeu was 
in eastern Canada, he was fortunate 

enough to become tho possessor of a fancy 
war dress of Chief Poundmakcr, who ia 
now serving a term of imprisonment in 
Stony Mountain penitentiary for being 
concerned in tho Northwest rebellion. 
The suit fits Captain Chittenden as 
though it was made for him, and yeater. 
day at the Occidental he put it on and ex- 
hibited it to a reporter of The Colonid. 
The co.'^tume cor aiata of cap, coat, pants, 
legginga and laoccasina, and Poundmakor 
in hia war-paint must have been a fantas- 
tic and awe inspiring figure. 

The cap ia made of mountain goat skin, 
covered with the varied feathers of twenty 
birds, the tails of a pheasant and two 
pieces of swan's down being the front 
centre, while over a prettily worked 
beaded band are twenty ermine tails. 
Falling gracefully from the back of tho 
cup to the waist is an appendage composed 
of thirteen ermine skins and tails, with 
two marten tails at the top. - 

The coat is of buckskin, perforated in 
dianiuiid shape with round holes, tho 
breast prettily worked with flowered boad- 
work. Banging fnmi tho shoulders are 
coon tails, with mink and marten 
tails around the neck, the collar 
being trimmed with bear fur. 
Around the waist are 25 ermine-tails, and 
below these is another row of marten and 
mink tails. The lower part of the coat 
ia hung with 'coon and skunk taila. The 
back of the sleeves and cuffa aru trimniod 
w^itli bear fur. .Attached to the left aide 
of tho coat ia a beaded knife scabburd, 
ornanioiited with ermine tails and jingling 
tin ornamenia. To the right is attached 
tho fire-bag, with beautifully ilowersd 
boad-work on both aides, and hanging 
buckskin friiigo. 

Tho patita are alao perforated biickakin, 
fringed with the aamo with beaded ondu. 
Tho legginga are of beaded velvet, beauti- 
fully worked, the upper part fur trimmed. 
Tho moccaaiua are of bead-work, with 
bulFalo akin aolea. 

Altogether the auit ia h.indaome, piotur- 
eaquo and cleverly cut and made, tiiu 
beaded portions of the coat at a short dis- 
tance looking tike, fine silk-work. At 
Ottawa, out of three hundred competitors, 
this auit, worn by Capt. Chittenden, won 
first prize at ,i fancy droai carnival. It ia 
pr.ibably worth SliOO or $400 and is an in- 
tereaiiiii; and iiuiqiie apociiiien of Indian 
liaiidi w..r!< It.s owner intends to wear it 
during a lecture he is prepati g m the 
aborigines of Ounada, and especially those 
uf tho not^hwesl coast, whom he thinks 
are of Asiatic oriuiii.
